Controversial Issues On City Agen det q 


An unusual Thursday night City 
Cuuncil, meeting, W had 
originally been scheduled for the 
regular Tuesday, was expected to 
touch on a variety of controversial 
issues this week. 

Among agenda items is an 
amendment to the city code 
concening the parking of recreation- 
al vehicles on private property; a 
zone change from manufacturing to 
R-3 residential. and tentative tract 
and site development proposals. 
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The latter items could place a 
greater number of residence by the 
Santa Fe Railroad tracks. 

Also listed is a review of park 
permit procedures, originated by an 
episode in Koch Park concerning a 
homeowners group which reported 
serious problems with their use of 
the public facility.- 

Another item which may draw 
some public interest concerns the 
1975-76 financial statement from the 
city finance department. Some 


set ste: 


budget figures have been challeng- 
ed by the public. 

Also anticipated is a second and 
final reading of the repeat of the 
unpopular Residential Building 
Records ordinance which mandated 
originally that all local homes put on 
the market for sale, first undergo 
inspection. Complaints to city 
council members apparently have 
been many over the order. 

Scheduled for a second reading 
will be the ordinance and fee 


Stipulations for conducting Bingo 
games in Placentia for charity. 
The City Council meeting is 
‘expected to be attended by four city 
council members with Mayor 
George De Jesus unable to attend 
because of business commitments. 


Likely to draw the largest number 
of public speakers and interested 
spectators is the recreation vehicle 
parking stipulations. 


Among’ requirements under 
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consideration are opaque fencing to 
hide recreational vehicles from sight 
of the street when parked on the 
owner’s property. Parking restric- 
tions also are included. 

The ordinance would be inclusive 
of boats and other recreational and 
sports apparatus. 

Additional residences by the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad main freight line that runs 
through Placentia, are the concern 
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of areas on the north side of the 
tracks, near Angelina Drive and Alta 
Street and Placentia Avenue, by the 
57 Freeway. 


Both developments are in some 
phase of consideration for quadra- 
plexes on the acreages. The plans 
have reached areas of concern over 
noise and vibration factors. These 
problems now reportedly plague 
homeowners in the S and S (Shapell) 
tracts, of $80,000 to $100,000 homes. 
These homes are adjacent to the 
railroad tracks. 


Concerning the Residential Build- 
ing Records ordinance, inspections 
have already been terminated under 
a moratorium order voted by city 
council members recently. The 
concept is expected to die Thursday 
and lie dormant unless some public 
demand for it generates at a later 
date, city council members indicat- 
ed. =

Home Inspections 
Off The Books 


After two weeks _ previously 
placing a moratorium on _ it, 
Placentia City Council members at 
their last meeting unexpectedly 
repealed the city’s controversial 
Residential Building Records ordi- 
nance. 

The city’s realtors and a number 
of homeowners have led a chain of 
complaint against the local law that 
makes it mandatory for houses to be 


inspected before they can be sold. 


Although the ordinance requires 
only the inspection, other city laws 
then take over making it necessary 
for sellers to bring their property up 
to the city code. 

“This goes back to some 
terminology I used some time ago. It 
gives them a search warrant without 
justification,’’ Councilman Donald 
Holt explained. 

Appearing to reverse their 
previous positions were Council- 
woman Virginia Farmer and

Under the new guidelines the 
public must make its request for 
inspection of public records in 
writing. 

According to the policy, the 
material will be provided immedi- 
ately when possible. Otherwise an 
estimate will be given as to when the 
information will be available. 

Unsatisfactory decisions by de- 
partment heads involved, may be 
appealed to the city administrator. If 
this decision is not amenable, it may 
be continued to the city council. 

During discussion on _ the 
proposal, Councilman Jack Gomez, 
who is employed by the federal 
government, objected to informa- 
tion being provided to the press on 
names of city employees and their 
salaries.

Later he added: ‘‘If this is 
repealed, I’m afraid of what is going 
to happen.”’ 

Speaking against the ordinance 
were realtors Frank Szalwinski and 
Bonnie Scarpa and attorneys George 
Bean and John Prager, Jr. No one 
spoke in favor of it.

Dracoules said that police were so 
severe with one 19-year-old youth 
that he intervened and asked them 
to let up. ‘‘They were manhandling 
him,’’ Dracoules reported. 

Placentia police, however, say 
they had 13 police on the premises 
for a quick processing of personnel. 
This was on Friday afternoon and 
included Police Chief Norman Traub 
and Captains James Robertson and 
Walter Pichon. 

Also on the carnival site, reported 
by Capt. Robertson, who was in 
charge of the operation, were four 
teams of officers and two 
survelliance men. 

Robertson explained that the 
reason that number of personnel 
was at the carnival was to complete 
finger-printing and identification 
processing of carnival employees 
who had not reported to the police 
station for this function as agreed. 

‘*Some came in and some didn’t,”’ 
Robertson reported, ’’so We sent the 
officers down there.’’ Apparently 29 
of the carnival employees voluntar- 
ily showed up at the police station. 

Police officials said further that 
they were concerned that all the 
games operated at the carnival were 
games of skill and not chance, as 
required in the agreement with the 
carnival. 

‘Three rides were | stopped 
because there. were parts falling 
off,’ Chief Traub reported. 
Heritage officials said this was 
unknown to them as all rides were 
inspected by city staff members.

Montessori School Oked 


Following research into promises 
made 15 years ago, the Placentia 
Planning Commission at a recent 
meeting, approved the application 
of Karen Karste, Fullerton, for a 
child day care Montessori School. 


The school would operate in 
Sunday School buildings on the 
grounds of the Redeemer Lutheran 
Church, Placentia. 


The application had _ been 
continued from the previous 
planning commission meeting to 
allow staff time to research 
information from nearby residents 
that they had been assured that a 
school would not be allowed on the 
grounds.

Several neighbors spoke at the 
first hearing stating their apprehen- 
sion over traffic and noise and 
problems from the youngsters.

Traub explained several of the 
carnival personnel were wanted by 
police from other areas, on 
outstandin, ., Warrants. “He* said, 
however,’ that ‘police here Had no 
way of knowing what the warrants 
represented as those details were 
not issued along with the order to 
apprehend. 

One of the most unnerved by the 
surge of police activity Friday, was 
pretty, blond Pat Dover, the 
carnival’s business manager. Police 
reportedly approached her over a 
17-year-old girl who was selling 
tickets in one of the booths, 
threatened to take her to jail, Ms. 
Dover reported and the girl to 
Juvenile Hall. 

“‘I was beside myself,’’ Ms. Dover 
explained. ‘‘The girl’s sister works 
right here in the office with me. Her 
mother is one of my best friends and 
is the business manager of one of the 
other carnival sections. 

‘*The girl is married to the brother 
of the owner of the carnival and she 
is six months pregnant. 

‘*We were frantic at the way the 
officers treated us and talked to us. 
All I could think of was to get the girl 
in the officer here with me. This is 
private property. I thought surely 
they can’t come in here and take her 
away. 

‘*I don’t even see what right they 
had to go into a ticket booth and 
threaten to. take her out. That is 
private property also.’’ 

“I have never been so harassed in 
all my life. I’m not used to 
policemen swearing in obscenities to 
me. One officer (name withheld) was 
especially rude. He threatened to 
take me to jail and lock me up for 
contributing to the delinquency of a 
minor.”’ 

Ms. Dover said the officer told 
her: ‘‘I’m tired of all this b--- s---.’’ 
She said the other Placentia Police 
Officer (a reserve) with him 
-apologized for the language. 

“‘T’ve never been talked to like 
that by anyone,’’ Ms. Dover related. 
“I was bawling!”’ 

She said further this same officer 
had demanded identification from 
the 17-year-old who was selling 
tickets. ‘‘Open up that door and get 
out. You can’t work here.’’ she 
alleged the officer stated. 

She added this same officer kept 
“Tm 


episode and she had appealed to him 
for assistance and that ‘‘he did 
nothing.’’ Traub said that her 
recollection of their conversation 
was not accurate. 


Committee members said that 
parts of the behavior and the tactics 
they observed were something they 
would equate with the Gestapo. 


Capt. Robertson said that in his 
opinion Heritage committee mem- 
bers had had a number of problems 
in putting on the carnival. ‘‘And | 
think the committee is venting its 
frustrations all in our direction and it 
doesn’t seem quite fair.’’ 


Mrs. Dracoules, said however, 
she could verify some of the feelings 
of the carnival people. She had 
accompanied the 17-year-old who 
had been ordered to the police 
station to complete her identification 
process. 


‘The girl was young, pregnant 
and shaking like a leaf,’’ she 
recalled. ‘‘I felt so sorry for her. She 
was so frightened. I could not 
believe what I saw happening.’’ 


‘‘The carnival was here at our 
invitation,’’ Ms. Dracoules explain- 
ed. ‘‘We feel responsible for the way 
the people were treated.’’ 


John Lopez, owner of the carnival, 
pointed out that his troupe: had had 
no problems in receiving ‘clearance 
to play Strategic Air Command 
bases and just recently had played at 
Point Mugu. 


‘“‘We had no trouble with 
clearance whatsoever,’’ Lopez 
pointed out. ‘‘We’ve never had an 
experience like Placentia and I hope 
we never do again.”’ ‘‘At Point 
Mugu we were invited to the 
Officers Club,’’ a member of the 
business staff recalled. 


Other reports from carnival 
personnel were that they felt they 
had been singled out for citations. 
One father of a young male carnival 
worker called The Courier office to 
report that his son had been forced 


to strip during processing over an 
old traffic violation. 


Capt. Robertson said that that was 
not the case. The only carnival 


suspected of narcotics possession.

totally in favor of this ordinance. But 
the City does not enforce it, no doubt 
due to a lack of manpower and this is 
understandable. How then do the 
City fathers intend to enforce 
parking of RVs on private property?

On Dec. 27, 1973, Superior Court 
Judge  Avakian in Alameda, 
California, ruled that ‘‘Selective 
enforcement will not be tolerated.’’ 
This involved the case of the City of 
Fremont, California, vs. Roy 
Leschinskey. Mr Leschinskey had 
been charged with parking his motor 
home in his driveway in violation of 
the Fremont ordinance. Mr. 
Leschinskey was the only one 
charged out of some 2,000 RV 
owners in Fremont.- ; 

In many cases anti-RV ordinances 
have been declared unconstitutional 
because they had no substantial 
relation to the public health, safety, 
morals, and general welfare. A few

Judge Stone said in Mlinois that 
the realm of aesthetics varies with 
the wide variation of tastes and 
cultures. 

In the case of Lowell Johnson Vs 
Village of Morton, Illinois, the 
Tazewell County Circuit Court 
Judge ruled against the Village of 
Morton over the RB _ parking 
ordinance. This ordinance had ruled 
that RVs could be parked on private 
property only if they did not project 
beyond the front of the residence or 
garage. In ruling this one 
unconstitutional the Judge ruled 
that, like those stated above, it bore 
no reasonable relationship to public 
health, safety, morals, and welfare.

Annexation To PUSD 
Dropped By YL. 


By mutual agreement of the three 
involved school districts, the Yorba 
Linda School District has terminated 
its attempt to annex to the Placentia 
Unified School District. Also in 
agreement that annexation is not the 
answer to the local  district’s 
problem is the Fullerton Union 
High School District. Approximately 
1,200 local students attend Troy 
High in the FUHSD. 

With that avenue closed the YLSD 
Board of Trustees voted to look into 
unification which would provide the 
district with a kindergarten through 
grade 12 educational system. 

This is a complicated procedure 
which begins with a request to the 
County Committee on _ School 
District Organization (CCSDO). The 


request will be, that the committee, 
study “amending Orange County * 


Schools the General Plant to include 
YLSD as a union high school district. 

Trustees got immediate support 
in the form of a petition presented uy 
Harold Spiegel, a resident, contain- 
ing 44 names in favor of a new 
FUHSD high school on an existing 
site in Yorba Linda or unification. 

Spiegel and other parents at the 
meeting strongly emphasized their 
objections to local students being 
bussed to Troy. 

Trustee Shirley Guardia was 
joined by other board members in 
decrying the lack of public 
involvement and interest in the 
annexation question. When a citizen 
asked if it ‘‘would help to write 
letters to the county committee in 
favor of unification?’’, she received 
an emphatic ‘‘yes’’ answer from 
board members and _ district 
administrators. 

It was pointed out that the 
eventual decision on unification will 
come by a vote of the people. 
Superintendent Sterling Fox out- 
lined procedures to be followed 
including county and state approval 
before the local voting. 


} 
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The ballot would contain several 
measures, it was explained. These 
include the question of unification, a 
bond issue for buildings, source of 
revenue (taxes) and candidates for a 
new board of trustees. 

Board President Paul Armstrong 
warned that the Fullerton District 
would probably fight unification. He 
said the district has declining 
enrollment and would like to retain 
the Yorba Linda students. 

Trustee Gerald Rost noted that 
Hal Mason, a county _ schools 
administrator, had told him that this 
would be an excellent opportunity 
for the district to submit its request 
for unification as a countywide study 
on school district organization is; 
about to be made. 

The only pessimistic note was 
sounded by Trustee Rob Cromwell! 
who favored anhexation but 
reluctantly approved a ‘‘move 
towards unification.”’ 

James Bremer, whose resignation 
from the board takes effect October 
29, and who abstained from voting 
on the unification study motion, 
made a strong pitch, if annexation 
becomes .a_ reality, for an 


. ‘‘adequately funded district.’’ 


Bremer - said he has ‘‘one 
nightmare; an underfunded district. 
I would rather bus the students to 
Troy than have that happen. Let’s 
not nickel and dime it (the new 
district) to death.’’ 

Long time teacher Mary Pagel 
concurred. ‘‘We have to look hard at 
the cost of the program. Pretty 
buildings are not enough. I wish 
the public knew how much teachers 
spend themselves to provide 
education. 

One resident, in emphasizing the 
need for something to be done, 
observed that school enrollment 
doesn’t change ‘‘because people 
move here and then when they learn 
about the school situation move 
away.”’

PUSD Contract. 
Ends Bargaining 


By Pauline Aroian 
Placentia Unified School District 
(PUSD) trustees last week approved 
a master agreement between the 
district and the Placentia Unified 


Education Association (PUEA), 
ending PUSD’s first year of 
collective bargaining with the 


employee organization. 

The agreement provides for a 5.2 
per cent salary increase for the 
district’s approximately 700 teach- 
ers, librarians, and nurses. The 
increase is retroactive to Sept. 1 and 
extends through the 1976-77 school 
year. 

PUEA members had ratified the 
contract by a 408-89 vote a week 
previously, after portions of it had 


been renegotiated with ict 
trustees at the Sept. 28 PUSD 
meeting. 


Changes adopted at that meeting 
include provisions that (1) district- 
wide pupil-teacher ratios not exceed 
26 to 1, (2) charges which affect 
employment of PUEA members 
must be in writing, (3) faculty 
meetings include an agenda item for 
PUEA business, and (4) principals 
may require teachers, librarians, 
and nurses to be in attendance at 
their schools an average of one hour 
daily beyond the regular student 
instructional day, the time to be 
arranged mutually between the 
principal and the employee. The 
regular instructional day is based on 
that for grades four: through six. 

In other action, the board adopted 
a policy providing released time for 
students for off-campus religious

requires written consent from 
parents or guardians, and permits 
students to be excused for up to one 
hour per week on no more than four 
days per month. 

The policy stipulates _ that, 
wherever possible, the religious 
instruction should be arranged at a 
time that will not conflict with prime 
instructional time in the classroom. 

The board also heard a report by 
music coordigator Bill Foster on the 
district’s music program for the 
1975-76 school year. Foster said he 
has been invited by Southwest 
Regional Laboratories, a federally- 
funded educational research pro- 
gram, to explain PUSD’s unique 
music testing program at the annual 
conference of the California Music 
Education Association in April. 

The tests, developed by PUSD’s 
music instructors, are designed to 
measure students’ progress in both 
music reading and music listening 
skills. They are administered each 
year to all third and sixth grade 
students in the district. 

Results of the 1975-76 achieve- 
ment tests for third graders show an 
increase of 31.5 per cent in music 
reading skills, and an increase of 
12.5 per cent in listening skills. For 
sixth graders, results show gains of 
16.2 per cent in reading skills and 
6.7 per cent in listening skills. 

Trustee Jean Pappas. noted 
the importance of maintaining an 
effective music education program, 
in view of the demand in today’s job 
market for persons with music skills.

Insurance ‘Balanced’ 


The Yorba Linda School 
District’s Health/Life In- 
surance program for its 
employees is  ‘“‘logical, 
sound, concerned. It does 
not have the _ broadest 
coverage, the most bene- 
fits, nor is it the most or 
least expensive, but it is 
fairly well balanced.”’ 

That was the evaluation 
offered districts trustees by 
Dick Clucas, district insar- 
ance broker, in presenting a 
review of the program at 
last week's meeting. 

Clucas explained the 
various points of coverage 
and answered questions 
from the trustees, most of 
which dealt with what will 
happen in the future. 

The insurance broker 
predicted that if the 
malpractice insurance prob- 
lem for doctors is not 
resolved shortly: that there 
will be an ‘‘unbelievable 
rise in rates.’’ He said that 
doctors are practicing ‘‘de- 
fensiye medicine.”’ 

As an example he said 
that instead of the first 
doctor contacted taking 
action with the patient ‘‘he 
calls in three others to 
confer with him and instead 
of treating in the office 
sends the patient to the 
hospital.” 

With the same plan now 
in effect Clucas projected a 
25% increase in rates for 
the next year. He said the 
insurance companies com- 
pute the inflationary factor 
at 1.75% per month. 

Clucas also noted that

Girls Participation on Boy’s Teams 


Effective with the current 
1976-77 school year, the 
State Federated Council has 
defined under By-Law #200, 
the procedures to be 
followed by the member 
schools throughout _ the 
state in designating the 
type of team for each sport 
and the participants of 
same. 

The by-law passed by the 
State Federated Council 
covers all ten sections which 
includes the CIF Southern 
Section membership. 

STUDENT TEAMS - 
Whenever the scheol pro- 
vides only one varsity team 
for boys in a particular 
sport, girls are permitted to 


qualify for the student 
taain, Example: Girls may 
tryout for the boys’ 


basketball team ONLY if 
there is no girls team. 

BOYS’ TEAMS - When- 
ever the school provides a 
varsity team for boys and a 
varsity team for girls in the 
same sport, girls shall not 
be permitted to qualify for 
the boys’ team in that sport, 
nor shalt boys be permitted 
to qualify for the girls’ team 
in that sport. 

This means that girls may 
no longer opt to play on the 
boys’ tennis team in lieu of 
the girls’ tennis team. 

GIRLS’ TEAMS - When- 
ever the school provides 
only one varsity team for 
girls in a particular sport, 
boys shall not be permitted 
to qualify for the girls’ team 
in that sport unless 
opportunities in the TOTAL 


sports program for boys in 
the school has been limited 
in comparison to the total 
program for girls in that 
school. 


Permission for boys to 
qualify for the girls’ team 
must be secured through 
petition by the school 
principal to the State CIF 
Federated Council. 


MIXED TEAMS (Co-Ed) 
- Whenever the school 
provides a mixed (co-ed) 
team in a sport in which the 
game rules designate either 
a certain number of team 
participants from each sex 
or contains an event that 
designates a certain num- 
ber of participants for each 
sex.
